The Allison Mansoleum. 


The Napanee Beaver aud Erpress speak 
of dedication of this splendid monument 
to the dead. It has been built by order of 
Mr, David W. Allison on the old Allison 
Homestead, Adolphustown, and will vie 
with any other in Canada. The vault is 
built of cut stone, will accommodate about 
thirty bodies, and has cost in the neighbor- 
hood of $6,000, On Wednesday last the 
steamor Pierrepont was chartered to re+ 
move the body of the late Mr. Joseph B, 
Allison, which was placed in the vault at 
Napance last Spring, and also that of the 
late Mr. John Allison, which was brought 
from Port Perry, A large number of 
friends and acquaintances took passage and 
accompanied the remains to their last rest- 
ing place. The steamer called at Mill 
Piont and other places on the route, and 
by the timo it arrived at its destination, 
the assembly numbored hundreds. Funes 
ral sormonies wero preached by the Revs, 
McOalm, of Picton, and Chamors of Bath, 
It is seldom that such an imposing sight is 
seen in this section of Canada, as that on 
Friends of the family were 
present from ‘Toronto and other places 
hundreds of miles distant. Rey. Mr,

we not the indisputable records nd the 
atone and iron monuments of the early 
centuries of our history, who would have 
believed that in England, good men and 
true haye rotted in these dungeons, or in 
them beon murdered, or have bowed their 
heads over this block to be severed ata 
stroke, or have goue out to burn at Smiths 
field or to be executed ov Tower Hil, Yet 
this was the welding of British firayess,the 
strengthening of English character. While 
in these heats tryants were forging the 
chains of liberty, patiiots wore casting the 
hammers that broke them. It was an iron 
age indeed ; and rough was the material, 
and rapid and mighty the strokes that 
shaped out the pillars of our constitution, 
snd clinched and rivetod the safeguards of 
our rights. The Jury System, the Courts of 
Queen's Bench and Common Pleas, the 
Vhancery Court, the Privileges of Parlia- 
ment and the Royal Prorogation, the 
Magaa Charla, the Haboas Corpus and the 
Bill of Rights ; that is the whole framework 
and glorious fubric of our civil and political 
system has not arisen out of the furnace of 
the struggles of Norman aud Saxon and 
Celt without crushing blows falling on some 
parties, and fearful wrongs on many,|| Ina 
calm review now we can say that a great 
and ageneral gdod has arisen, but we can 
also earnestly wish it had been produced 
without so much suffering to so many that 
never merited it,

Ravages of the Storm in Nova 
“ Scotia, wen: 


Mail and telegraph details of the atorm, S 


on Sunday 24th, are being constantly rer 
ceived. ‘The destruction of life and’ pro- 
perty on land and sea is frightful, and far 
exceeds the estimate given; From all 
tions there are stories of houses and barns 
being blown down, crops destroyed, and 
cattle killed;; Sach fearful havoc has not 
been known in Nova Scotia and Cape Bre- 
ton for the’ pist 30 years. At present no 
accurate idea of the loss both to/land pro- 

perty and shipping can be formed, but it 

will in all probability reach several million — 
dollars. Already many lives are reported 
lost. There is too much reason to believe 
that many vessels wero lost at sea with all 
hands. The fishermen on the eastern coast 


of the Province have suffered ‘severely, all 


haying lost their boats, tishing tackle, &c., 
from Gaysboro to Uape Canye. Vessels 
arriving in Halifax within the past few days 
report having passed large quantities of 
wrecked stuff at sea. Capt, Leonard of 
Main-a-Dieu was drowned in Cow Bay, — 
James Jerrot was drowned at North Sydney, 

In Guysboro County the destruction was 
immeuse. A number of new houses were 
blown down or injured ; old ones were une 
roofed or stripped of their shingles ; barns 
were raised in every direction and unroof- — 
ed ; fences were prostrated every whore, and — 
everything movable was twisted, bruised, 
ard tumbled ubout as if sn army of guer- 
illas had ransacked ihe country. Forty- 
seven buildings are reported down at Mant 
chester.

Returns from along the line of the Great 
Western of Canada and its branches, have 
heen published, including ostimates of the 
yield per acre, at 57 difforont points, of the 
leading grain crops, peas, potatoes and hay, 
At one or two points the yield of winter wheat 
is reported at 35. bushels per acre or over, as 
at Eastward, Drayton and Clifford; at 20 
points the return is from 25 to 30 bushels per 
acre, the latter figure in very fow cases, how: 
ever; inten ora dozen tho yield is reportod 
at about 20 bushels, and in upwards of 20 
caaos, at less than 20 bushels per acre, Spring 
wheat, in 45 returns, is reported ag yielding 
less than winter wheat, in most oases vory 
much less; in cases at tho samo, and in 
6 cases somowhat moro, As,to barloy, there 
is one return of 50 bushels per acro, one of 45, 
four of 40, eloven of 33, twenty-two of 30, 
cight from 25 to 80, and tho same number at 
lower figures, running from 12 to 22 bushels, 
In 14 cases, oats are reported at 50 bushols or 
more per acre; in 24, at 40 to 60 ‘bushols ; in 
16, ab 80 to 40 bushels, and in only two at 
loss than 30 bushels. 
On tho wholo, therefor, the farmers of the 
Dominion have little to complain of in the 
products*of tho present season. 1f there are

The original of the above letter is in the 
hands of the Montreal Herald. How it 
got there, we-have no means of knowing, 
for Mr. Pope, to whom it was directed, 
claims never to have seen it. .The Ottawa 
Citiven (Government) says the letter was 
stolen from the post office (probably mean 
ing the Montreal office.) Bat, however it 
came into possession of those who have it, 
one thing is ciear, itis genuime and it proves 
the continuation of the same system of brit 
bery und corruption that called for the 
white washing investigation now going on 
at Ottawa. Here it will be seen the Hon. 
John Young, member for West Montreal, 
is to be forced to resign his seat or Tose his 
living (the Flour Inspectorship of Montreal, 
which by a recent Act has been made a 
Government appointment) Mr. Pope, (a 
moniber of the Cabinet) is instructed by Sir 
John to “seduce Mr.. Workman, a wealthy 
gentleman of the metropolis, by a promise 
of “ anearly seat urthe Senate” in considera- 
tion of his consenting to stand in the 
breach, providing “‘he carries it” adrvitly 
adds the trickster—the proviso, being, of 
course, intended to act as a stimulous fer a 
large expenditure of money. ,There seems 
to be a third difliculty in the way, for Mr, 
A. A. Stevenson aspires to succeed Mr, 
Young who is expected tu be pushed off the 
track ; but Sir John supposes that can be 
arranged, We need not point out the dis- 
reputable character of the business here ex+ 
posed. The Montreal Herald says :— 

‘“We have here again the same combina- 
tion of which the Pacific Railway contract 
affords us so striking an example, A rich 
man, understood to have an ambition, 
which can be gratified by the Government 
of the day, is to be promoted toa liberal 
expenditure of money, in carrying an 
election, by the assurance that this gratifi« 
cation shall be his if he will fulfil the Min- 
‘isterial desires, and this is to be done by 
the contrivance of the Minister of Justice, 
who every session asks the House to pass 
a standing order declaring its resolute de 
termination to punish all such practices, 
Wo now see clearly why the prorogation 
tion was asked for, and to what use it was 
Tt was no doubt 
intended to afford a delay, in which, as we 
said a few days ago, desperate men might, 
by resorting to desperate means, save 
themselves from the punishment which 
they have so justly merited, It will ex- 
hibit in a very striking light the propriety 
of our remark that the Governor-General 
will render himself the accomplice of the 
crime of these menif he shall, as we 
cannot think: he will, consent to allow so 
humiliating and fraudulent a use, tu be 
made of the high office which he holds in 
trust alike for the Crown and people. His 
Excellency could hardly doubt the use to 
which men capable of selling the Pacific 
Railway contract for a bribery fund, would 
put other pieces of patronage, whose dis- 
position isin their hands only in order 
that it should be employed for the public 
advantage. He may now seo the proof of 
their intention, which, remarkably enough, 
like that of so many other of their scanda- 
lous acts, can be produced under authen- 
tic signature— in this case the signature of 
the Prime Minister, who is also, be it ob: 
sorved, the Minister of Justice.” 


South Hastings Teachers’ZAssocia- 
tion. 


The regular monthly meeting of this 
Association was held on Saturday, Ang. 
16th. 

In the absence of the President, the 
Vice Prosident, Mr, John Irwin, occupied 
tho chair, 

The minutes of the previous mevting 
were read and approved, after which Mr, 
H. M. Hicks, M. A. Head Master of the 
Trenton High Schosl, gave his method of 
teaching composition, He said that com- 
position is divided into two kinds, Oral 
and Written, With regard to Oral, Com: 
position writers attribute threo ways to its 
origin, Ist, that it is the gift of God ; 2nd, 
that itis tho invention of map, and 3rd, 
that it is the outgrowth of an innate princi 
ple in man, which undoubtedly is its true 
origin, We aro frequontly at a loss to ox- 
pross ourselves, but the uso of Oral Com- 
position will, ina great monsure overcome 
this difliculty. Mr, Hicks then gavo his 
method of using a topic list for any sub- 
ject. Somo authors say that spoken and 
written language wore both given at tho 
same timo, and others, that written lan- 
guage was not known until tho timo of 
Moses. It isu remarkable fact that the 
Ton Commandmonts as given to Moses, 
contain all the Hebrew letters oxcopt one, 
and that one is oasily supplied. 

Three things are necessary in composing, 
lat. That tho person should have ideas, 
2nd. He should have words, 3rd, Ho should 
know how to use them, In beginning to 


leaving out the nouns, and let the Pupils 
writo the samo on their slates with the 
nouns supplied, and proceed in the same 
manner with the other parts of speech, 
Aftor boing thoroughly drilled upon these, 
have them write sentences containing the 
nominative after she verb, and objective 
governed by verbs and prepositions. Teach 
thom to use words that haye the same meau- 


adjectival and adverbial phrases; and to 
change the active to the passive voice, and 
vice versa, Thinking is the action of the 
soul determined by surrounding circu 
stances, and these create a want w hich, the 
mind seeing only a -part, secks to restore, 
Cuvier, acting on this principle, made his 
discoveries in Comparative Anatomy. The 
best plan, if you are about to write on a 
subject, is not to read what any one ele 
has written about it, until after you have 
written yourself. Mr, Hicks then gave 
some hints upon the art of writing poetry, 
and explained the various figures of speech, 
He also gave some valuable hints on letter 
writing. 

Mr, Irwinand Mv, Squires expressed them- 
selves highly pleased with the lecture.

He allegedin Parliament that 
thecouncil andjudges had conspired to tram- 
ple under foot the liberties of the subject. 
Parliament was dissolved, and after the 
dissolution information was preferred by 
the King’s attorney-general, upon which he 
was called upon to arfswer for the charges 
so made byhim, Ue pleaded the Joris: 
diction and the privilege of Parliament. 
He pleaded that the only court which had 
the right to take cognizance of the words 
alleged to have been spoken by him was 
the High Court of Parliament. ‘This 
brought forward,” says Hallam, *! the great 
question of privilege on which the power 
of the House of Commons, and consequenti 
ly, the character of the English Constitu- 
tion seemed evidently to depend.’”” Well, 
the jadges decided for the king. They 
ordered that Sit Jolin Eliot should be con- 
fined to prison till he made his submission 
to the king. For years he lingered in 
prison. At any moment by making his 
submission he might have been released.

It is short, let 
me read it; ‘Sir, Lam heartily sorry | 
have displeased your Majesty, and having 
so said do humbly beseech you once ayain, 
to set me at liberty, that when I have re- 
covered again I may return back to my 
prison, there to undergo such punishment 
as God hath allotted to me.” He was told 
that this petition also was not humble 
enough, and he refused to petition again, 
He ordered a picture to be taken of him, 
and directed it to be hung on the walls at 
Port Eliot, in order thatit might be pro- 
served forever in his family as a perpetual 
memorial of his hatred to tyranny. And 
thore it still remaius, beside another one of 
the great leader of the Commons, in the 
pride of his strongth. Ho was buried in 
the Tower; no stone marks the spot, but, 
as his biographer says, ‘‘ While freedom 
subsists in England he will not want a 
monument.” (Loud cheers.) When next 
tho necessities of the King drove him to 
call together Parliament, one of its first acts 
was to declare its opinion of all thoso prot 
ceedings ; to declare that that judgment 
was illegal and a high breach of the privilo: 
ges of Parliament. Shortly afterwards in 
the House of Lords, at the instanco of one 
of his sucviving friends, the judgment was 
brought thore and was by them as the 
Court of the highest judicature revorsed as 
illegal and yoid.

ed on Rey. T. Cleworth for a few minutes, 
passed through canal at 1 p.m., and com: 
menced our course through the great Lake 
Superior. It is certainly unfortunate that 
our Government have not ere this, made 
a canal at the Sault. Our American 
cousins have the key to the western 
waters and we are completely at the mercy 
of their good nature and capzice, while we 
have an easier place to make a canal than 
they and only about halfa milelong. We 
were very much surprised at the numbor of 
vessels passing upwards and downwards at 
this point. We had no other alternative 
bat to travel on the Sabbath; but there was 
the deportment and appearance as far as 
could be of Sabbath among the passengers, 
The evening was spentin religious service 
by the Rey. Mr. Bend, o Presbyterian 
minister, who was a passenger, and in sing- 
ing appropriate for theday. Arrived at 
Nipegon, a port of the Hudson Bay Com 
pany at the head of the navigable waters of 
the Nipegon River, at 1p. m., on Monday. 
The Nipegon Riyer is the inlet into Lake 
Superior of the Nipegon Lake, and a long 
chain of othor lakos and rivers north of 
Lake Superior. It has a store and a good 
dwelling in course of erection and a few 
huts beside, Met Oapt. Robinson, Civil 
Engincer, here with his party of Pacific 
Railway surveyors. Things scomed very 
comfortable with them at threo dollars a 
day and upwards and it will be no wonder 
if tho job lasts for somo time to come yet, 
Arrived at Silver Islandat 9 p.m. This 


extraordinary Island is situated about half 
a mile from tho main shore and abou’ 26 
miles from Prince Arthur's landing. It was 
originally about 36 or 40 feet wide and 
about 80 feet long; but is now enlarged by 
cribbing to about 800 foot in length. Tho 
mine is now about 350 feetdeop. They are 
taking out from 6 to 16 barrols of ore por 
day worth $500 per barrel, They are also 
omploying «diver who is gotting tho ore 
on tho bottom outside the Island in 70 or 
8U fect of wator in considerablo quantitios. 
Ono rock foundin this way in {May last 
weighed 4,000 pounds, worth $1 per pound, 
Thore are about 600 people living hore.

THE INSPECTION TO DAY. 


Lientenant:Ool. Jarvis, Deputy Adjutant 
General of the Kingston Military District, 
inspected the camp of tho 49th Hastings 
Rifles to-day, and, as far as we have been 
able to ascertain, in every detail it gave 
general and praiseworthy satisfaction, The 
men during the past week have been occu- 
pied principally in target practice, which 


ovly terminated on Saturday, each man 
haying fired 40 rounds, and each and all 
being very much improved thereby. The 
Volunteers were drilled regularly-in squads 
and ccmpanies, but no opportunity trans. 
pired for proper and efficient Battalion ex- 
ercises, which on a thorough field or inspeo 
tion’day form so important and characteris- 
tic a foature in the programme of proceed- 
ings. 

The Battalion ro'ls show the corps at the 
present time to have mustered about two 
hundred men, rank and file, exclusive of 
two companies the respective head-quar- 
ters of which are at Trenton and Ma- 
doc, and which for some reason unknown 


to us, have not responded to the command- 
ant’s summons, aud has not put in an ap- 
pearance as requ’~ed, 

In clothing and equipage, the 49th Bat- 
talion is well supplied, while the rations 
have been healthy and palatable through- 
out. 

The experienco of the past week has 
w-ought a remarkable change in the discip: 
line and general bearing of the recruits, and 
as their'term of service exp’ ’es tcmoi1cow 
they are ory too anaious end willing 
to disperse, and just when the men ar3 be- 
coming accustomed to thei> position and 
have commenced to profit by the tre‘ring 
they have been regularly and daily subject 
to, 

The weather was raw and the wind pierce: 
ing cold—that is to those who were lightly 
dressed, The Volunteers were early ‘on 
the move,” and about ten o'clock the 
Battalion was drawn up in line on the 
north side of the field to await the arrival 
of the Inspecting Oficer. There was a fair 
attendance of ladies and gentlemen, notab- 
ly the Principal, Professors and pupils of 
the Deaf and Dumb Institution. 

Shor'ly after 11 o'clock Lieut Col. Brown 
and the Deputy Adjutant General drove 
on the ground. As he alighted and advanc- 
ed towards the Battalion he was saluted, 
the band playing ‘‘God Save the Queen.” 
Without delay he proceeded to minutely 
inspect the uniform, and accoutrements of 
each man, complimenting or pointing out 
any irregularities which came under his 
close scrutiny. 

Satisfied with these prominent features 
of our gallant (?) militia, the Battalion per! 
formed various military evolutions--skirm- 
ishing, marching, tho manual exercises— 
which, iu consideration of the brief season 
they have been under tuition and the diffi« 
culties from which they labored, the result 
was very gratifying indeed. While the ine 
apection was in progress the band ¢iscoursed 
several pretty selections which elicited 
favourable comment on the whole, and in 
some instances well merrited eulogiums. 
Lieut, Col. Strange Police Magistrate 
of Kingston, snd Paymaster of the District, 
likewise witnessed the movements of the 
troops and expressed hinutself favourably. 

To-morrow the 15th will be inspected ; 
and we presume at the same time as the 
inspection of the 49th to-day. 

The temperature is very chilly, and even 
with a large stock of bedding, the charms 
of camp life are waning, ond none will 
regret when they aro again permitted the 
liberties and enjoyment of a civilian.

An varticle appeared in the Onrarto 
Curonicte of the 29th Aug., ult., taken 
from the Toledo Commercial, and gave a 
graphic description of some remarkable 
discoveries of ancient Indian relics at Man- 
hattan. Among the relics were some crosses 
of silver, of ariciont mako, beautifully carv+ 
ed, one with an inscription cut in the 
horizontal piece, “R. ©. Montreal.” A few 
years ago astreet was opened through an 
ancient Indian burial ground at Grand 
Rapids, Michigan, when there was brought 
to light several ancient Indian relics. Being 
then a resident of that city I procured 
several of those relics, such as Wampum, 
also broaches, crosseg and armlets of solid 
silver, which I now have in my possession. 
The crosses have the appearance of ani 
tiquity and bear a similitude to those 
found at Manhattan,one being marked with 
the letters ‘‘R. C.,” and was formed evi- 
dently by the hand of amaster, The arm- 
lets are probably of more modern date and 
each weighs twoand ahalf ounces. The 
British coat of arms are beautifully and 
artistically engraved upon them, probably 
they were worn as gifts by some eminent 
dusky brave of the past. These relics are 
worthy the inspection and study of the 
Archmologist and Student of American 
History.

To the Editor of the Globe, 

Sim,—Every historical: incident bearing 
upon the constitutional question ‘involved 
in the Pacific Scandal enquired ia instruc- 
tiye to all who are» conservative of consti- 
tutional practice, or students of Parliamen: 
tary law ; and in that view few will read 
the reterences I give in this letter, without 
feeling how aptly they apply to the present 
position of affairs, and mayhap how pro: 
phetic they will be found to be on the re 
assembling of Parliament. 

‘The statesmen of the reign of William IIT. 
cannot be charged with unfaithfulness to 
the constitutional rights of the people, or to 
the privileges of Parliament. Their views 
then—expressed after the contests between 
the Crown and the Commons had ceased, 
and when our present sysiem of Parli- 
amentary Government was established— 
have a pecular force and interest to all 
concerned in public affairs. 

During a coaference between the Lords 
and the Commons, on the 13th January, 
1692, on certain clauses of a Bill to regulate 
trials for High Tresson, the Managers on 
the part of the Lords made the following 
observations:— 

Suppose an ill Minister should appre- 
‘‘hend an impeachment in Parliament, 
‘‘ what manner of way-could he hope better 
‘to come off by than by being tried before 
‘¢ Parliament sits, and when his judges may 
‘be chosen so partially that he shall come 
‘off; and then it shall be said to Parliat 
‘ment, no man shall legally undergo two 
‘trials for the same offence.” 

‘To this the Managers for the Commons 
replied -—‘* They thought it a strange and 
‘foreign supposition that ag ‘eat and guilty 
‘« Minister, finding himself liable to an im+ 
“peachment in the next session of Parlias 
“ment, should by his power procure him- 
‘self to be tried and acquitted by an in 
“quest of persons appointed on purpose ; 
‘Cand then bya plea of auterfoits acquit 


‘+ game offence), prevent a second and true 
“ examination of his crimes in Parliament.” 
And then, as if to add forco to their argu- 
ment, the Managers add :— 

“There is no example of this kind, and 
“if such an unheard of proceeding should 
“happen, it is left to consideration whether 
‘g Parliament would not vindicate the King- 
“dom against so gross and fraudulent a con- 
“© trivance.” 

Who could have supposed when these ob- 
sorvations were read in the Parliament of 
England ia 1692, that another Parliament of 
English subjects, with ‘a Constitution 
‘similar in principle to that of the United 
“ Kingdom,” would in 1873 be brought 
face to face with the policy thus discussed, 
and have to consider how best to ‘* vindi- 
cate the nation” against a ‘* contrivance” 
and ‘unheard of proceeding,” which their 
statesmen denounced as gross and fraud- 
ulent.” 

It may bo that the Oanadian Ministerial 
policy of 1873 will bo found Soreshadowed 
in the remarks of the Lords and Commons 
at this conference :—That » plea of the pre: 
sent trial and finding of the Royal Commis- 
sion will be used to prevent a second and 
‘true examination of the charges in Par- 
‘liament.”” But if so, then on the Com« 
mons of Canada will reat the fulfilment of 


the promise made for thom by their great 
prototype, in the reign of King William 
IIT. ; and, in vindicating the nation, they 
will declare, as did the Managers of the 
Commons in tho Conference referred to : 
‘Therefore the Commonsof England would 
“insist upon the old ways 5 would keep tho 
** balance of the Uonstitution as they found 
‘it; and not change the laws and customs 
‘of England, which hath been hithorto 
‘used and approved to the benelit of the 
** Kingdom,”

Accident on the Great Wester. 


We understand from our private advices 
that the accident on the Great Western 
Railway yesterday moiaing wis a much 
more serious and disastrous one than at 
firat reported, Tho train was going from 
Detroit to the Suspension Bridge, ata 
tolerably high rate of speed, so that on 


reaching the turn-out switch at Stony Creek 
Bridge the driver of tho locomotive was 
unable to reverse his engine on discovering 
that the switch was open, The result was 
that the engine and tender,. with two bag- 
gagecars and passenger coach, went 
thundering over the enbankment, and were 
completely wrecked. The locomotive was 
so shattered by the shock that the blazing 
coals in the furnace became scattered and 
set on fire the two baggage cars. ‘The time 
whon the atcident occured being at 4a, 
m,, it was impossible to obtain assist 
tance to oxtinguish the flames, the conse- 
quence being that nearly all of the baggage 
was consumed, Allof the trains from tho 
west and via the Suspension Bridgo were 
detained by the occurrence, and much an- 
noyance was oxporionced by PHastera bound 
travellers. ‘Tho passengers on the wrecked 
train fortnnately escaped serious injurics, 
but they wore compelled to remain at Olif 
ton Station several hours in order to have 
their claims for lost baggage attended to.
